Hundreds of Miners Trapped 
and Death List Will Be 
Large.

.lohastiiwu. I'a., .luly 10.— .lolnislowu 
lias a;;aiu been visited by an appulint;

U was nearly -1 o'clock wl\cn all hope 
of_ sundinj^ rescue parties from the 
Westmouut end was abandoned. 

Two men who had escaped from the 
mine, Richard Bennett and John Myers, 
Went back two miles to see what assiet- 
ance could be rendered, but the damp 
di-ovo them back, and they fell prostrate 
when liiially after a desperate struKgle 
they reached the outside. Two doctors 
K:ive tile men assistance, and after work- 
iii^' wilh them half an hour restored 
them. Their story of the situation in 
till,' niini> made it clear that the ret^cue 
work could not proceed from the West- 
mount openin;,' and the hasty prepara- 
tions were made to beijiu that work at 
the .Mill creek entrance. 

Soon after the news of the explosion 
reached the Cambria otllcials, mining 
en.-ineer .\iai-shiill (J. .Mooi-e, and one of 
his assistants, Al. (i. .Irosser, made an 
attempt to enter the mine. They were 
I'olloweil by .Mine Sujieriiitenden't Geo. 
r. Uoliinson, but the deadly gases stop- 
ped their proRress, and they were com- 
pelled to return to the surface. Mine 
I'oremaii Harry Itodprers, his assistant, 
N\ ni. 'Klaneli, and Fire Bosses John 
Uhitney, Jolm Iteiallin, and John 
Thomas, were overcome by gases, and 
it ir: feareij they porished in an effort 
to rescue the miners. A .son of Harry 
Kod^'crs tlicii tried to reach his father, 
but ho was quickly overcome by the 
deadly gas, and was cnrrie<I out uncon- 
scious. 

Wui. Stoibich spent several hours nt 
the Mill Creek oponiuLr. He sai4l that he 
believed that as many ac< l.")!) men were

OLR NEW SETTLERS. 

Boston Pn'per Alarmed at Exodus Prom 
.States. 

From Toronto Star : 

Some of the American papers are un- 
duly exercised over the iiosltliin of the 
Aiiierlcaiis In (;:iiiada. .Many <;f them 
forebode that Canada will hav(^ an Oiit- 
lander problem on her hands In the 
large number of -Vnierlcan citizens In the 
Yukon. They forget eullrely that the 
iniesllon of clllzcnship has been settled by 
leaving the matter in the hands of the 
peoi>le who live In the Yukon. Indeed. It 
was not so Ions a;;o that the New Yoirk 
Sun, fanioni! for Its Aiiglophoibin, congrat- 
uhiteil tills country on 'the generous way 
In wiilch the ci llzenship iirobleui In (he 
Yukon had been solved. 

Il seems, however, that the Dolut of 
view has changed, and new.'jpapera that 
were once demanding Oanadlau citizen- 
.ship for Americans In our gold Ueldsi are 
now alarmed lest too many of them shall 
take advantage of their opportunities. It 
Is not the esodus to the gold fields 
which alarms them, because gold seekers 
are an unstable class, very likely to drift 
back to their o\\i\ country when El Dor- 
ado Is [ilayed out. What really disturbs 
them Is the large American exodus to the 
Canadian North-West. These people are 
looking for gold, to he sure, but not the 
gold of mine or nugget. Tlhe gold they 
seek Is In the rich amble land of a coun- 
try that grows the finest \\;4ieat lin the 
world. They will get that Bold wUh the 
plow, the harrow, and the reaping mu- 
fhlne. It will bind them to the soil. The 
Ameiicau Invasion of the Nortli-West, of 
which the American newspapi'rs are fall, 
is the kind of Invasion we want. These 
men arc farmers and tradens. They will 
bulhl homes, and Canada is, perhaps, the 
only counlry In the civilized world where 
homesteads are so cheap that they are 
sMl! largely available to 'lndu»trlous people 
who do not happen to bo rlcih. 

The Ro.ition Herald smells loss to the 
Republic In this In'glra of a conslilerable 
porlloii ot till! bone and sinew of the 
United States. It feels that tile home- 
seekers will remain In Canada, which Is 
the land of promise and opportniill.v. It 
Is Canada's turn to aceonimoilate the pio- 
neer, and the pioneer will not have a hard 
time of it iu a country so well seri'ed by 
railways. Th« Boston Herald roGOgulzes 
that the exodus will litorease. the United 
.States being noiv overcrowded In its hablt- 
ahie parts, and the Irrigation of arid lands 
lieing one ofi Ihe most pressing 'iirohleiiis. 
Tile -Vinerlean In nieseekers are Hocking to 
a rich virgin soil, and well Irrigated al- 
read.v by nature. They will not Ko back 
to the mited States, where there Is aot 
a cultivable acre whleh' isn't already m'c- 
I'lnpled. Consei|uently the llo«loii Her- 
ald's advice is that these Oanadlanlzed 
Amcrlcaas should not take tfce oath at al- 
legiance to His -Majesty. It exhorts thwn 
to rem.iln -\iii<'rli-.in citizens, to be, as It 
were, an enclave— a foreiu'ii State williln 
a Siali — and to make -Vinerlean liillneiiee 
fell In Caiiaillan politics. if tliese Aiiierl- 
e.iijs will only nnialii slaniieli AnieTU'ans. 
Ihe lloslon Herald sees no reason wliv the 
old cry of "tifty-foiir forty or li^iit" 
should not be actualized. The .ViiU'ric«iii 
exodus. In siluiiit. Is to be regarth'd as a 
luirtlierii exti>aslan' of tlie American fron- 
tier. 

We venture to doubt that the liomeseek- 
ers will lie iiersuailed by such reasoning, 
or I ha I (^aiiada Is to have a conrpact body 
of ••-\inerlean iiillueiice" In the -Vorlh- 
West Territories. .\s sensible men Ihe 

.V -leans will probably see that It Isn't 

the form of goveriimeiit that counts, but 
the men who administer It. They will 
llnd In Canada a land not .vet 0Dii>reS8ed 
by trii»t.s. athev will llnd a high 8.tamlnrd 
of public morality. They will find noth- 
ing averse from their most democratic 
ideals. They will .llnd a pervailin;.' re- 
s|ieel for law and order and the secnrlly 
of properly. They 'Vill miss the political 
"boss," and will. In short, be as free In 
act Ion and thought In a self-TOvernIng 
part of the llrltl.sh Empire a.'J they were 
In "the hind of the free and the home of 
the brave," where many lirtolerable abuses 
have oroDped up in one hundred, and 
twenty-six years. 

OIL ON THE STltlvET.S. 

Undeterred b.v the experience In other 
p.i'.ts of the cot'ntrj' In sprlnkUng it>ad« 
and roadheds of railways -ivltli oil, the 
Uuthorltles of New Orleans hayv. been try-

Tile experiment has heeii made on 
Louisiana Avenue, and It Is cl.ilnieil that 
not only is the dust laid, but the surface 
of the street has la'come hard, anil tlie 
heavy rams have no offect npoiu 1!.

The drivers i/hleet. too. on the 
ground thai the horses' hoofs timiw up 
clots of oily e.irth. and iny ainoiiiit .if 
care will not prevent niineil co.al s and 
dre.swes. The experiinen; has been tried 
on New England roads, and lins !>i"-ii aban- 
doned, and It Is more than likely that the 
New Orleans authorities will have to .io 
the Rnihc thing, althougli nit present) they 
are eloquent In uralse ot the system.
